Sir: 


I have received your letter of the 30th ultimo relative to the coinage of Trade Dollars, and 
in reply I have to state that with the approval of the Secretary of the Treasury instructions were 
issued by the Director of the Mint on the 16th of October 1877 to both the Superintendent of the 
Mint at Philadelphia, and of the Assay Office at New York to discontinue the receipt of deposits 
of silver bullion for coinage into Trade Dollars, and that the receipt of deposits for Trade dollars 
was discontinued at the Western Mints on the 22d of February 1878. 


It is not deemed advisable to receive deposits of silver bullion for coinage into Trade 
Dollars at any of the Mints.
